Additionally, the examiner notes that "the flexible skin being a banier to exhaustion of gas pressure from the foam substrate to the ambient 
atmosphere on impact of the foam substrate" does not differentiate the claimed flexible skin from a prior art outer shell because the outer 
shell of Ewing would perfomri the same functions upon impact of the foam susbtrate. "The flexible skin and the foam substrate together 
returning to their original shapes after impact" is sufficient to exclude Ewing as prior art. Since the vent holes of DuDonis permit gas 
escape from the foam substrate through the skin layer and the claims are completely silent as to the size and the number of vent holes, it 
is the examiner's position that the vent holes will be inherently effective to regulate the local rigidity of the skin layer as well. 
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
